ITS NATURE UNDECIDED AND A 
FLURRY OF POLITICS RISES 
IN THE HOUSE. 


“THANKS OF CONGRESS” SURE 


({ Commander-in-Chief of Expeditionary 


Forces and Other Generale Will Re 
celve This Distinction, Which Car- 
cies Certain Privileges With It 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washingten.—It Is the apparent in- 
tention of congress to honor Gen. John 
J. Pershing in a particularly personal 
way when he shall arrive in this coun- 
try. At this writing it is undecided as 
to just what form the honoring cere- 
mony shall take, but in all probability 
the two houses of congress will meet 
in joint session in the representatives’ 
chamber and invite General Pershing 
to be the guest of the combined_bodies. 

There was a flurry of politics in the 
first proposal to honor General Persh- 
ing by means of the jeint session which 
he was to be invited to attend. The 
Republicans are in the majority in 
both branches, but it was a Democrat 
who made the first proposal. It was 
his endeavor to secure recognition 
from the speaker in order to introduce 
a resolution to carry out its plan, but 
the required recognition was not forth- 
coming because the speaker desired to 
refer the matter to the house com- 
mittee on rules In order to have the 
matter given consideration. Now it is 
being charged that politics entered 
into the matter because of the desire 
of each party te be first to propose the 
honoring of the man who commanded 
the American expeditionary forces. 

It is difficult to bring any matter of 
high national import before congress 
with entire freedom from the charge 
of somebody or other that an attempt 
is being made to secure political ad- 
vantage. Of course there are always 
denials from both Democrats and Re- 
publicans that such is the intention, 

Will Recelve Thanks of Congress. 

It Is probable that the congress of 
the United States will vote its thanks 
to John J. Pershing, and to some other 
generals of the American expedition- 
ary forces, for their services to the 
country in the great war. It is prob- 
able also that Rear Admiral William 
8. Sims, commander of the American 
naval forces abroad during the war, 
and one or two other high officers of 
the naval service likewise will be hon- 
ored with the thanks of congress. 

There are five men, all of them con- 
nected either with the army or the 
Bavy forces of the United States, liv- 
ing teday whe have been honered in 
the way thet it is the unquestioned in- 
tention to honor Pershing, Sims end 
the others. To receive the thanks of 
congress is accounted the highest honor 
which any official of the American 
government can receive. The recipient 
enjoys certain privileges thereafter, 
and occasionally coupled with the vote 
of thanks there are special provisions 
for additional privilegea. 

The living men who already have 
been given the thanks of congress are 
Maj. Gen. George W. Goethals, the 
great administrator of the work of 
building the Panama canal; Maj. Gen. 
William L. Sibert, who built the Gatun 
dam, locks and spillway; Maj. Gen. 
William C. Gorgas, the great sanitary 
expert who changed the Panama canal 
zone from a pest spot imto the heafth- 
fest place on earth; Maj. Gen. Harry 
F. Hodges, who designed the delicate 
and intricate mechanism for the Pun- 
ama locks, a mechanism which makes 
It possible to open and close the huge 
gates at the touch of a button; and 
Rear Admiral Harry H. Rosseanu, U. 8. 
navy, who had charge of the buflding 
of the naval terminal facilities and 
docks at both ends of the canal.

| thanks to several officers im the great 


conflict. The last army officer of the 
civil war group thus to be honored 
died not many years ago, Gen. O. O. 
Howard. Admiral! Dewey also was the 
recipient of the thanks of congress for 
his victory at Manila bay.

Privilege Goes With It 

When any man ts given the thanks 
of congress it is his privilege there- 
after to enter at any time upon either 
floor of congress during the sessions. 
This is the privilege accorded no other 
man as a right, except, of course, 
members and senators themselves. 

Men to whom congress has given its 
thanks never take advantage of the 
Privilege to enter on to the floor of 
congress except on occasions ef na- 
tional moment. None of them ever 
goes in during the ordinary sessions, 
for apparently it is their belief that 
their motives might be misconstrued. 
When there is an occasion such as 
that of the delivery of an address by 
the president ef the United States to 
the representatives and eenators such 
men as have received the thanks of 
congress, and happen to be in Wash- 
ington, almost

GAVE ALL OF HIS STRENGTH 


Devotion to Duty of Explaining 
Peace Pact Caused Breakdown

(By Independent News Bureau) 
Aboard President Wilson's Special 
Train.—It was the President's com 
plete, utter devotion to the great 
cause he was advocating, the instruc-| 
tion of the American people as to the 
merits of the League of Nations, that 


resulted in the illness that caused the) 


sudden termination in Wichita, Kans., 
of his speaking ‘tour. 

For more than three weeks, with 
but occasional days of relaxation, he 
had been giving the ultimate ounce 
of his physical strength and the last 
atom of his mentality to the task of 
laying before his fellow countrymen 
his explanation of what the league 
is and what it means to the future of 
the world, and everywhere he talked 
he won the hearts and the allegiance 
of his hearers. After the people had 
Hstened to his expounding of the 
league, the objections to it which had 
been raised by his opponents seemed 
trivial The people saw the thing as} 
it really is. They could not help but 
do so, after his brilliant answers to 
all the criticisms by these senators 
who are against the pact. 

Wanted to Continue Tour. 

But in accomplishing his task Mr, 
Wilson overstrained himself. For sev- 
eral days before the abandonment of 
the tour those traveling with him 
noticed signs of nervousners about 
him, but it was only the insistence 
of Dr. Grayson, his physician, which 
caused him to give up his work. He 
wanted to speak in Wichita, where a 
splendid crowd awaited him in a city 
that was beautifully decorated in his 
honor, but Dr. Grayson would not 
permit this, and insisted upon Mr. 
Wilson's immediate return to Wash. 
ington. 

Those close to the President as-}| 
sured him, and he himself believed, 
that he bad won his case anyhow, 
and that the few remaining speeches | 
could not have added greatly to the; 
effect he had already produced in the 
country.

He 
had intended, as he neared the con- 
clusion of his trip, to speak more 
and more strongly about those who 
opposed the league, and he voiced 
some strong opinions in the Colorado 
city. 
“T have perceived more and more,” 
he said, “that men have been busy | 


creating an absolutely false impres- 
sion of the reality of peace and 
what the League of Nations treaty 


means and contains. | find. moreover, 
that there {s an organized propaganda 
against the league, proceeding fr@m 
exactly the same sources that the 
organized propaganda proceeded from 
whieh threatened this country here 
and there with disloyalty. I want to 
say, and I cannot say it too strongly, 
that any man who carries a hyphen 
about with him carries a dagger that 
he is ready to plunge in the vitals of 
this republic. If I can catch any 
man with a hyphen in this great 
contest I will know that I have got 
an enemy of the republic. 

“It is only certain bodies of foreign 
sympathy, certain bodies of sympathy 
with foreign nations that are organ 
ized against this great document 
whieh their representatives have 
brought back from Paris.” 

Explains England's Six Votes. 

The President declared that anyone 
who said, “We might be at a dis 
advantage in the League of Nations” 
was either deliberately falsifying or| 
had not read the document He ex 
plained away again the oft-repeated 
criticism caused by the fact that In 
the assembly or lesser body of the 
League of Nations, the British empire 
have six votes while the l'nited States 
has but one. The assembly, Mr. Wil- 
son sald, is not empowered to take 
direct action of anv kind, and what 
ever action it does take must be con- 
curred jn unanimously by the mem- 
bers. Therefore, the single vote of 
the United States is sufficient to off- 
stand the six votes of the British 
empire. [In the council, or higher 
body of the league, Great Britain 
has only a single vote, just as the 
United States and the other nations 


have. 

The President, from time to time 
during his tour, quoted from the 
writings of eminent Republicans. In 


his last speech he quoted from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as follows: “The one 
effective move for obtaining peace is 
by an’ agreement between the great 
pewers in which each should nledge 
itself not only to abide by the de 
cisions of a commen tribunal but te 
back its decisions by ferce. The 
great eivilized nations should combine 
by solemn agreement in a great 
world league of nations idea, the 
President argued.

GREAT LESSON OF 


CHIEF FAULT IN THE GENERAL 
STAFF ARMY BILL POINTED 
OUT BY THE EXPERTS. 


BUREAU HEADS ARE SHIFTING 


Army Officers Are Admittedly Not 
Good at Business, Yet Would Be 
Called On to Handle Big Industrial 
and Financial Affairs. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 
Washington.—The general staff has 
gent to congress a bill for the reor- 

ganization of the regular army. As a 


United Btates such a future military 
policy as the authorities of the war 
department would like to see enacted 
into law. 

‘There are muny reasons today why 
a bill for*the reorganization of the reg- 
ular army should be of vitally greater 
interest to the people of the United 
States than ever before. The country : 
is divided into various camps of opin- 
ion on the subject of the army of the 
future, The army has its viewpoint; 
labor has its viewpoint; the man who 
believes in sane preparedness hus his , 
viewpoint; the pucifist has his view- 
point, and the so-called antimiflitarists 
have their viewpoint. The army Dill | 
as finally adopted will have a marked 
influence in the next presidential 
campaign for the good or evil of this 
candidate or that candidate. 
AS service men view the bill, its 
weaknesses or its strengths do not lie 
Bo much In the question of what size : 
the army Is to be, but rather fn the 
method of its formation and of Its 
government. 
It Js not proper for one who has had 


and fs far from being an expert along 
any military lines to attempt to pass 
Judgment on technical matters as they 
appear in this proposed legislation, 
but there has been one lesson drawn 
from this great war, and which it has 
been supposed everybody had learned, 
that seems on the face of things, {t | 
1s sald, to have been Ignored by the |! 
army authorities who-drew this legis- 
lation and sent !t to congress. 
One Great Lesson Ignored. 

If there was one thing which this 
war taught more sharply and specif- | 
leally than It taught anything else tt 
was that army officers with their 
training are not necessarily good busi- 
ness men. An American army officer, 
as the records of the regulars will 
show from the time that the records | 
began, are good fighters, but that they 
have business heads of the leaders of 
great corporations no one need de- 
ceive themselves in believing for a 
moment. The officers themselves say 
they are not “good at business.” It is 
proposed fn the bill now before con- 
gress that the chiefs or heads of all 
bureaus, and thls ineans technical bu- 
reaus ag well as others, shall be line 
officers—cavalrymen, artillerymen, in- 
fantrymen, etc., without any fixed time 
to remain In office and opnsequently 
subject to removal at any time.

’ _ _Gentlemen—We have your communication under date of October 6, 1919, 
in_ which you state the representatives of the Carmen’s Union assures your com 
mittee that if you can secure a written assurance from the directors of our oom- 
pany that all men will be restored to their former positions and rating and that 
contract relations be restored as before the strike and that all their claims will 
then be immediately submitted to arbitration, they will recommend to their as- 
sociates that the proposition be accepted and that the men return 1s work at once. 


: _ The position of the board of directors of this company made to the men 
in obedience to the provisions of the con-tract theretofore entered into with them 
was rejected, the strike by the men has entirely changed the situation. The conf 


idence which they then had in their good faith in making and keepink their con 
tracts has been destroyed.

Our belicf that they would at least observe the oath Which they had 
taken as members of their International Association that they would offer or ac. 
cept arbitration before strike, has not been Justified, they have broken their con 
tract; they have not kept their oath to their International Association and they 
struck after over ten years of harmonious relations, during which time the eom 
pany had always treated them with the utmost consideration and had itself kept 
both the letter and the spirit of every contract they ever made with them. 


During the past seven days certain of the carmen have so conducted them 
selves as to forever disqualify them for further service with this company. 


We have offered to restore all worthy men who should apply before 8 a m. 
to day and have done go, 


We are not responsible for the strike condition which prevails. The men 
left our employ voluntarily and must. retarn without inducements or conoesions 
and until they do so return they are not our employees. 


Should we re-enter into contract relations with them prior to their return 
to our tmploy, what assurance have we thatthey will keep a new contraet any 
better than they did the old? 


: When they return and signify their willingness to resume harmonious re 
lations with the company, we shall be pleased to confer with them or their rep 


resentatives on any matter which coneerns them or their employment. 

Who can assure us that 30 or 60 or 90 days from their return they will 
not again make impossible demands and when the Company is compelled te re 
fuse, again brine this calamity upon the company and upon the public 

We are of the opinion therefore with which we believe vou will agree, 
that until the men do so return nothing will be accomplished 
. IP we ay permit a suggestion fo vour committee, it is that the Ten be ‘ad 
vised to return to work in reliance upon that sense of fairness which the eompany 
has always shown them and with the assurance that any request for a conference 
with them or their representatives will in the future as in the past be inmediately
